I don't have 5380 in my database but database says 5386 is 3H6694.2-3 used 
in BC-1335. I don't know the exact difference but 550C & VS-3 are 3H6690. 


My experience with clearing vibrator contacts with the 120 V lamp method is 
that it sometimes takes up to overnight to clear some of the contacts. And 
that shunt types are harder to clear than series types if the shunt contact 
(usually the lowest pin number) is internally connected to the coil. If it 


isn't, connect one lamp to the coil and the second to the two coil-side 
contacts. When the second lamp lights, disconnect one, then the other contact 
to determine which one is working. Then continue with the other contact. 

And finally, with the other two contacts. If the shunt contact is internally 
connected, it may help to run a 1A 400PIV (or greater) in series with the 

coil lamp. 


VB-5 probably cannot be cleared using this method because there is an 
internal resistor across the shunt contact. At least I never had it work 
successfully. VB-5 cans tend to break when you open one up. So have another 
sacrificial vibrator ready to supply a replacement can.

I have to either 

tap the tip several times or re-tighten the tip mounting set screws 
to break the oxide barrier and get decent heat. 


Is there some kind of compound I can put on a new tip to 

prevent this? I've thought of maybe stuffing the tip sockets 

with solderwick or something.... anything... to keep decent contact 
for more than two or three joints. 

Gotta get two more kids raised before a hot-air station is 
realistic and I don't think it works all that spiffy on our 

kind of joints, anyway. 


Ideas?

National may 
have "jumped the gun" on the HRO-6 designation since basically the post-July 
1946 HRO-5TAL (or HRO-6) looked very much like all of the proceeding HRO 
models. National had certainly started design work on the HRO-7 which was 
going to have significant changes to its external appearance, fitting a new 
model receiver designed after WWII. Maybe to keep the "older" looking HRO-6 
from being mistaken for National's "new post-WWII design," the designation 
of HRO-6 was quickly dropped and returned to HRO-5TA1. National didn't want 
the late-1946 (1947 model year) prospective customers to think that National 


was still just "revamping" the old HRO as their new model receiver. By 
stopping the HRO-6 designation, the introduction of the HRO-7 would then 
have been seen as National's "new post-WWII design" and that their "new" 
receiver would have a "new" look, completely different from the older HRO 
receivers.

In the May, 2013 issue of Electric Radio, Dave Ishmael, WA6VVL 
describes a popular novice-band transmitter from the late '50s. The 
transmitter appears in several issues of the ARRL Handbook and was 
titled "A Three Band, One-Tube Novice Transmitter." 


Actually, the transmitter uses a complement of three tubes: 6DQ6A, 
OD3, and a 5U4. Dave's version of the transmitter was constructed to 
professional standards. I built the same transmitter in 1970, before 
I received my novice license. I was 11 years old, in the seventh 
grade. In preparing for my entry into the hobby, my OM, W9EAC (Sk) 
wanted me to built my first transmitter using as many parts as we had 
on-hand. Many of the parts were cannibalized from a 1950s B&W Philco 
TV set that sat in the corner of our basement. In particular, the 
transformer, tube sockets, 6DQ6, 5U4 and numerous resistors and caps 
came from that set. My OM laid out the major parts on a homebrew 
chassis but from there, it was all up to me. Building the set 
introduced me to tools that I still use today: Greenlee chassis 
punches, and an Adel metal "nibbler." 


I'm not proud of the set; it is what it is and it was my first attempt 
to build something substantial - beyond simple crystal receiving sets. 
However, it works well, and easily makes 15-20W output power on 
80/40/15m. Not surprisingly, the best CW note occurs with light 
loading and less than maximum output power. In building the set, only 
the schematic was referenced from the Handbook. That resulted in some 
less than optimal parts placement but most of the critical components 
near the 6DQ6 were mostly a short distance away. The only deviation 
from the original circuit is that I used an extra filter choke (2 
chokes, 2 caps). The Philco TV set used a pair so why not this 


transmitter? 


Key-up B+ is about 430V. Current is read on a Western Electric meter, 
shunted to show FS at about 100 mA. Most of my original panel labels 
are now gone but a few remain. These were all typed on a manual 
typewriter, then covered with cellophane tape. Of course, the tape 
did not hold up well over the years. Probably within the first couple 
years, I used a Dymo hand labeler and used it for the tube markings. 
The paper label for the 3-position bandswitch came off many years ago. 


Oh...the ugly green color. Damn, I really wish I wasn't in sucha 
rush to build that transmitter but I'll use age as an excuse. One 
weekend morning, all I could find in the house was a can of 
avocado-colored spray paint. This was 1970 and my mother had just 
refinished something in the kitchen. Recall that in the late '60s and 
early '70s, the popular kitchen colors were orange and avocado. 
Again, it is what it is. I never thought about re-painting it since 
it's a part of its history. 


Unfortunately, it's companion SWR meter was somehow lost over the 
years. It was a simple Monimatch circuit where the jacket is removed 
from a 12" section of RG-58 and a sense wire inserted under the 
shield. That meter was an edge-type Western Electric model and was 
placed into a compact sloping cabinet. I've looked numerous times in 
all the suspect places at my mother's home but it has never turned up.
